NEW YORK, June 16 (AP)— 
The Western Big Three foreign 
ministers gathered here today to 
unify secret strategy for Big 
Four parleys with the Russians 
in San Francisco and Geneva. 
The two-day get - together 
started on an optimistic note. 

Antoine Pinay, French foreign 
minister, arriving at Idlewild 
airport said, “We can hope” for 
relaxation of international ten- 


sion if the Atlantic community 7 


continues as “a living reality.” 

Harold Macmillan, the British 
Foreign Minister, arriving at the 
airport less than an hour later, 
expressed hopes for “peace, se- 
curity and freedom.” 

Dulles Arrives. 

John Foster Dulles, Secretary 
of State, came here from Wash- 
ington last night with 25 staff 
members. The British and 
French foreign ministers each 
brought eight staff members 


from overseas. 
Dulles and his aids held a 


staff meeting in their hotel suite 
this morning. When news came 
that Pinay had arrived at the 
hotel, Dulles left the meeting | 
and went down to greet the 
French Foreign Minister. It was | 
their first meeting since the Big | 
Four gathered in Vienna on the | 
Austrian state treaty. 

Macmillan told reporters the | 
summit meeting in Geneva 
might last four or five days— 
Ylong enough to make a start, 
but not a finish,” he said. “That 


could take five weeks, or five | 


months.” 

The British Foreign Secretary 
said he hoped the Geneva meet- 
ing would give diplomacy a new 
phase in which negotiatjons 
would continue, 

“In the words. of Churchill 
‘jaw-jaw is bettér than  war- 
war,” Maemillan said. 

No agenda has been fixed for 
the Geneva meeting, Macmillan 
said, but he added he did not 
rule out Dulles’s suggestion that 
the Big Four discuss freedom 
for Russia’s east European satel- 
lite countries. “Everything is 
relevant,” he said. 

Adenauer in Boston. 

West German Chancellor 
“Adenauer will join the Big 
Three at lunch tomorrow. He 
was in Boston today to receive 
a Harvard degree. 

Adenauer, in a commence- 
ment address there, urged the 
United States to prod Russia 
again for an agreement on con- 
trolled reduction of armaments, 
declaring that unless these two 


powers reach such an accord 
“the present state of conflicts 
short of a major war will con- 
tinue.” , 

Strong security precautions 
and an attempt at complete se- 
crecy surrounded the prepara- 
tions for the meetings, aimed at 
presenting a united front in San 
Francisco next week when the 
Westerners meet Soviet Foreign 
Minister V. M. Molotov. 

“We are going into meetings 
with the Russians,” one spokes- 
man explained. “If we make 
known our plans beforehand, 
what will we have to bargain 
with?” 

The Western leaders’ talks in 
San Francisco with Molotov are 
designed to set up the frame- 
work for the “summit” meeting 
July 18 in Geneva, Switzerland, 
of President Eisenhower, British 
Prime Minister Eden, French 
Premier Faure and Soyiet Pre- 
mier Bulganin. All four Foreign 
Ministers will be in San Fran- 
cisco to attend the tenth anni-

Furniture and loose fit- 
tings jammed the forward bulk- 
head \doors. The explosion oc- 
curred‘in the torpedo compart- 
ment,” the spokesman said. 

He said the torpedoes being 
loaded were not equippet with | 
warheads. 

Five of the 13 entombed men 
were rescuers from the depot 
ship Maidstone who rushed 
aboard the submarine immedi- 
ately after the blast. The de- 
layed sinking of the undersea 
craft claimed them along with 
eight of its crewmen. 


Crewmen Leap Inte Sea. 
Witnesses said they saw crew- 


/men leap into the sea shortly 


before the submarine plunged 
under the water. 

One witness said the Sidon 
lay on the surface for “several 
minutes” after the blast. “A 
mushroom cloud of yellow 
smoke” rose from the stricken 
ship before .it plunged under 
the water,.the witness said.

Soviet Score Catries 


No Weight With Russian Lifters

MOSCOW, June 16 (UP)— 
America’s weight lifters tied 
Russia in six weights of an in- 
ternational match at Moscow’s 


Gorki park last night before 15,- 
000 rain-drenched Muscovites, 
but a dispute arose over whether 
Russia had scored a team vic- 
tory. 

The Americans did not enter 
a man in the featherweight class 
and the Russians, who did, 
claimed two-~ points from their 
solo effort, which they said gave 
them victory, 11 points to 9. 

Three world records fell in the 
meet. Paul Anderson of Eliza- 
bethtown, Tenn., surpassed Can- 
adian Doug Hepburn’s record in 
the heavyweight two-hand press 
to lead the way. Anderson 
pressed 102% kilograms, lifting 
the equivalent of 40242 pounds 
with almost effortless ease. 

In the clean and jerk, Ameri- 


can Norbert Shemansky’s old 
record of 425 pounds also went 
by the board as Anderson lifted 
426 pounds—his second world 
record of the night. 

Soviet officials said the rec- 
ords set by, Anderson and two 
Soviet weight lifters were defin- 
itely eligible for world retogni- 
tion. 

United States team leader Clar- 
ence Johnson of Detroit said 
the Americans were determined 
to regard the matchras a tie.

Fifteen thousand federal em- 
ployes evacuated Washington. 
Peterson Hails Action. 

Peterson hailed the Presi- 
dent's action in declaring simu- 
lated martial law as giving the 
people “assurance that the re- 
sources and authority of the 
Federal Government, both mili- 
tary and civilian, are support- 
ing the civil defense effort 

The President_also took other 
recommended actions today de- 
signed to establish interim pol- 
icy for the continuity of the 
Government and handling of 
inter-related problems which'| 
are foreseeable in the’ event of 
an actual attack on the conti- 
nental United States 

The actual text of the hypo- 
thetical documents were not 
made public but it is known 
that they concern such decisions 
as the assistance to be given by 
the Federal Government to states 
and municipalities that have suf- 
fered the brunt of the attack, 
diversion of federal supplies, 
equipment and medical facilities 
to emergency civilian use, co- 
ordination of irgnspartatio n, res- 
toration of communications and 
utilization of manpower 

Each of the actions taken by 
the President presupposes the 
consequences of nuclear crip- 
pling blows which were aimed 
at industrial New England the 
Midwest and the Pacific Coast. 

Officials Keep in Touch, 

With staffs manning 31 reloca- 
tion points, some as far as 300 
miles from Washington, execu- 
tive agencies of the Government 
continued to function last night 
and today with Cabinet and 


agency heads in direct touch 
with each other by various 
means of communication, in- 


cluding closed channel televi- 
sion. 

A recapitulation today showed 
that 55 cities in the continental | 
United States, including St. 
Louis, and six of the nation’s 
territories were theoretically se- 
verely damaged in the simulated 
attack. Theoretically, this re- 
capitulation was taken on the 
fourth day after the attack. 

Eleven cities were supposedly 
hit by bombs in the megaton 
range, probably mythical hydro- 
gen bombs. The most unusual 
supposed attack was the three- | 
bomb assault on Los Angeles | 
with hydrogen weapons. Bombs | 
varied in power, in the atomic 
range, from 20 to 600 kilotons 
of TNT equivalent, and in the 
hydrogen category from 1 to 5 
million tons of TNT equivalent. | 

Forty-nine of the theoretical | 


target cities knew they were to | 


be attacked but during the ex- 
ercises 12 more were added. 

The total population of the 
cities attacked is 33,964,237. 
Without advance warning, total 
casualties could be as high as 
37.5 per cent of this total. How- 
ever, a-number of reporting 
cities had sharply reduced sim- 
ulated casualty estimates from 
those given in an earlier calcu- 
lation by the civil defense au- 
thorities, primarily because they 
calculated they were able to 
save thousands of lives by evac- 
uation, quickly ordered after 
the nypothetical attack warning 
was sounded. 

Casualty Estimates. 

“Operation Alert” planners 
had calculated that, conserva- 
tively, without any evacuation. 
casualties in the 61 cities would 
have reached a theoretical total 
of 9,796,000 “dead” and 9.411.- 
000 “injured.” 

These calculations were based 
On estimates of daytime popula- 
tion concentrations. 

From the size of the theo- 
retical weapon selected and the 
damage range calculated Civil 
Defense counted the number of 
persons within each theoretical 
damage ring around the point of 
detonation and applied fixed 
percentage multipliers indicated 
in previous urban analysis esti- 
mates. 

Theoretical exacuation, with 
sufficient warning time, serves 
to reduce these figures. On the 
basis of studies and tests, CD 
assumed a given uniform move- 
ment outward in estimating a 
City’s evacuation capabilities 

The Government today was 
supposed to be functioning from 
a heavily-wooded mountain side, 
away from Washington and the 
other center theoretically dam- 
aged in the attack.

Member H. Lee Bruns, one of those for°whom 
overwhelming political support was mobilized 
in the “nonpartisan” school election of April, 
acted as spokesman for the anti-reform faction. 
He argued with a straight face that the regula- 
tions denied to Board employes rights enjoyed 
by other citizens. 

What nonsense! The regulations denied to 
Board members, supervisors and individual em- 
ployes the opportunity to levy a political lug on 
Board workers. Judging from what has happened 
in the past—the recent past, at that—this was 
a very necessary protection for°the employe. 

Mr. Bruns has close connections with organized 
labor. as does’ another member who voted with 
him. Oscar A. Ehrhardt. In effect they now 
declare it is all right for School Board bosses 
to exploit their workers for political purposes. 
Some voters may wonder whether Mr. Bruns 
and Mr. Ehrhardt would feel the same way if 
the shoe were on the other foot—if they were 
workers in the school system, not bosses. 

Speaking of bosses, ever since the anti- 
reformers tock the reins in April they have 
been showing who is boss. They have,reversed 
the former Board’s indorsement of the plan for 
“unit control” of school administration, they 
have approved a most questionable policy of 
permitting members to appear before the Board 
in their private capacities, they have been con- 
ducting private dinner meetings, and so on. 

Where it all will end remains to be seen. But 
one thing is certain: the loose approach to public 
ethics that seems to be so attractive to the 
Board’s anti-reform majority could transform a 
first-class school system into a playground for 
the politicians and a black mark on St. Louis. 
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Easv Wav to Be Good Neighbors

Few people would be so callous as to loose a 
plague of mosquitoes on their neighbors from 
stagnant water on their property, or use their 
neighbors’ yards as a dumping ground for trash. 
Yet. polluting the: air with ragweed is no less 
unneighborly an act, and many commit it out of 
mere inertia.

Month to cut that ragweed down! 
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Aid for Integration 
An Arizona Congressman has faced up to one 
of the real problems of ending racial segrega- 
tion in the schools by proposing federal aid -dur- 
ing the transition. 


Representative Stewart Udall makes .a per- 
Suasive case when he says that, just as the Fed- 
eral Government grants funds for school con- 
struction where its defense projects create an 
impact on local facilities, so local districts which 
are put under a strain by the Supreme Court's 
mandate are entitled to claim some help in meet- 
ing extraordinary expenses that result. 


In most states where segregation has been the 
rule, the myth of “separate but equal” has been 
exploded long since. Where separate schools fell 
short of equality, integrated schools cannot be 
brought up to equality without an increase in 
expenditures. That is what many Southern dis- 
tricts will face, and there are reasons both of jus- 
tice and expediency for federal aid at least in 
limited areas, such as the construction of needed 
new schools and raising the standards of teacher 
salaries. 


Federal aid to education in the broader sense 
has been blockaded all:too long by an unfor- 
tunate controversy over extending that aid to 
private church schools as well as public schools. 
There is no good reason why this controversy 
Should enter into the consideration of the Udall 
bill. As the Supreme Court's opinion applied 
only to public schools, so by definition only pub- 
lic schools could be eligible for federal aid in 
complying with it. Congress should lend a sym- 
pathetic ear to the proposal. 
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Menon as Mediator 

The United States is adopting a practical 
attftude on Indian mediation ‘between this 
country and Communist China over Formosa, 
American ‘‘bamboo curtain” prisoners and other 
issues. This is strongly suggested in a dispatch 
by John M. Hightower, an Associated Press 
writer close to State Department policy. It is 
also hinted by the talks of India’s V. K. Krishna 
Menon with President Eisenhower, Vice Presi- 
dent Nixon and Secretary Dulles, and the news 
that there are to be more of these conversations. 

Menon is not known as the State Department's 
favorite diplomat. He has an independent and 
Sarcastic tongue which, on occasion, has been 
critical of Washington and friendly toward 
Peiping. But as in the c@e of his superior, 
Prime Minister Nehru, this very refusal to be 
at all times an unquestioning supporter of Amer- 
ican views can be valuable in this situation. 


It is an earnest to the Chinese that they 
would not be dealing with an American “pup- 
pet.” They could make concessions to an inde- 
pendent Asian diplomat without the hurt to 
pride which might be involved in a direct con- 
cession to Washington. India’s usefulness as a 
mediator was established in the achievement of 


the Korean war settlement as well as on lesser. 


occasions. 


That Gandhi and his followers freely decided 
to safeguard Indian independence with a govern- 
ment shaped along the broad pattern of Western 
democracy is reassuring. But the politics of a 
mediator are of no great concern if he can be 
instrumental in a satisfactory settlement. In 
this case, Menon can force nothing on Peiping 
and he can force nothing on Washington. But 
he can be old-fashioned diplomacy’s “honest 
broker,” the agent who brings about the agree- 
ment which may seem beyond the direct bar- 
gaining of the principals. 

It may’ give some commentators considerable 
personable satisfaction to scold Menon for opin- 
ions or expressions distasteful to them. But 
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the world can find one more bit of cautious 
hope in the indication that Washington is not 
set against his good offices. 
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Peace Talk and Air Raid Sirens 


The timing was coincidental. The air raid 
sirens blew for the mock H-bomb attack and 
President Eisenhower led a test exodus of of- 
ficials from Washington. At the same time 
diplomats were beginning to assemble in this 
country from many lands to speak of peace. 

Russian Foreign Minister Molotov landed in 
New York after traveling on “a-calmer seg.” 
He had followed India’s mediator, V. K. Krishna 
Menon, and Chancellor Adenauer of West Ger- 
many, while Foreign Secretary Macmillan of 
Britain and Antoine Pinay of France were to 
follow him. 


This unusual assemblage of diplomatic talent 
is concerned in part with the U.N.’s tenth anni- 
versary meeting next week, but even more with 
the four-power peace conference to be held at 
Geneva on July 18. And as the sirens blew, the 
capability of governments to speak of peace in 
two voices was well demonstrated. 

The House passed a resolution expressing “the 
deep desire of the people of the United States 
for lasting peace.” Yet Secretary of State Dulles 
had to ask the same House not to undérmine 
the Geneva meeting with a resolution to brand 
Russia aS an aggressor. 


Molotov himself, talked of “lasting peace.” 
But behind him the Moscow Radio broadcast a 
vitriolic statement blaming the United States in 
Case of failure of the Geneva conference. A few 
weeks earlier Mr. Dulles, in far milder fashion, 
had suggested that the success of the conference 
would depend on Russia's attitude. 


Thus it is possible for East or West to blame 
the other for failure of the Geneva conference 
even before the conference is held. The sus- 
picious approach to peace is ill timed with air 
raid sirens. 


In his first major foreign policy address, just 
before leaving London, Foreign Secretary Mac- 
millan offered a positive approach for the West. 
Peace hopes, he said, have never been more 
soundly based. Though concerned about Russian 
motives he added, “If we spend too much time 
on these speculations, time will pass us by.” 


The Geneva conference is unlikely to be a 
success according to any one nation’s definition. 
Both sides have offered proposals unacceptable 
to the other. But it is far too early to talk of 
Geneva in terms of failure. 

A dispatch on Washington’s civil defense ex- 
ercise said, “The exodus from Washington had 
sidelights which detracted from the atmosphere 
of realism.” Considering what that realism 
might be, the world does not need a vaccination 
for a peace conference. 


The Only Wav 
The AFL's threat of a general strike of mu- 
nicipal employes probably can be chalked up to 
the frustrations of negotiating with the city. 
It is a long, slow, deliberate process, but that 
process also happens to be the law. 


The public interest demands that a general 
strike of city employes, including those whose 
work is vital to public health and safety, shall 
be excluded from the acceptable tools of bar- 
gaining. Aldermen and union leaders alike 
should bear that in mind. 

Municipal pay plans are drawn by the city’s 
personnel director. Under the City Charter 
they then must be approved by the Civil Service 
Commission and then sent to the Board of Alder- 
men. The Aldermen must either accept or reject 
the whole package as presented by the Com- 
mission. 

The present plan has been in the works since 
last January. It is now partly in the second 
stage and partly in the third. That is, a plan 
proposing increases totaling $728,000 is techni- 
cally before the Aldermen. The unions have 
objected that this is too low. The Commission 
has a substitute calling for increases of $1,539,- 


000 for most of the city’s 8500 employes, This | 


plan is said to be acceptable to the unions in- 
volved. 

Assuming the Commission recommends the 
substitute in the next day or so, the Aldermen 
have plenty of time to approve it before they 
recess for the summer a week from Friday. But 
if a snag develops in the board, the Aldermen 
can keep working» on the measure even if they 
have to postpone the start of their recess. 

This is the only procedure by which the city 
can legally put new wage rates into effect, 
threats.of a strike or even the real thing to the 
contrary notwithstanding. 
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Debut of Certified Mail 


Postmaster General Summerfield has offered 
a new postal plan which, unlike the late and un- 
lamented “junk mail” system, should meet the 
approval of many citizens. The plan is called 
“certified mail.” It is a substitute for registered 
mail and works in this way, 

For, 15 cents, plus regular postage (say 3 
cents), and 7 cents for a return receipt if de- 
sired, a citizen may send mail certified for 
correct delivery. (No valuation is allowed on 
such mail, however.) The total is 25 cents, or 5 
cents less than the cost of sending a similar regis- 
tered letter until recently 

The cost of a‘registered letter has now been 
increased from 30 to 40 cents. This means that a 
letter comparable to the one described above 
will cost 50 cents—including the registry fee, 
ordinary postage and a return receipt. The added 
cost also adds a valuation of up to $5 on the 
letter. 


This plan ties a postal rate increase together 
with a decrease in a neat package. A citizen who 
sends a letter of some value will pay a little 
more and get a little more insurance for it, but 
a eitizen who merely wants to assure himself 
of delivery can save considerably through certi- 
fied mail. This is a practical choice which should 
meet the needs of many postal patrons.

Tax Search in St. Louis 

Start of the Department of Revenue’s camera 
search in St. Louis for state income tax evaders 
is a forceful reminder of how pressing is Mis- 
souri’s need for a payroll-deduction plan. 

The department hag been given $200,000 to 
spend this ‘year photographing federal returns 
throughout the state—it is beginning the project 
here—in order that they may be compared with 
state returns. The aim, of course, is to turn up 
the names of those who have been cheating the 
state or evading the tax altogether. 

This enterprise should be useful in bringing in 
some revenue that now escapes the state tax col- 
lector, and is well worth while for that reason. 
But a one-shot camera check of federal returns 
is not in itself an adequate substitute for truly 
effective tax collection in the first place. For 
that, Missouri needs a payrol)-deduction plan.

The Devil, According to Flesch

Here comes Dr. Rudolph Flesch 
again. Following up a rapid-fire publi- 
cation of five or six books for the edifi- 
cation of professional writers and sun- 
dry thinkers, he has now gone hunting 
for a new audience. 


This last book, “Why Johnny Can't 
Read” (Harper’s, $3.), is written for 
the “anxious parent” market. 

A certain 12-year-old “Johnny” known 
to Dr. Flesch had been having some 
trouble with sixth-grade reading. Flesch 
came to the rescue by giving Johnny 
an unspecified amount of tutoring. That 
tutoring stimulated the doctor to make 
some sort of investigation of methods 
used throughout the Unit States for 
teaching children how to re Report- 
ing on that inquiry, Dr, Flesch writes: 

“What I found was absolutely fan- 
tastic. The teaching of reading—all 
over the United States, in all schobdls, in 
all textbooks—is absolutely wrong and 
flies in the face of all logic and com- 
mon sense.” 


Now, what is all the shouting about? 
It boils down to a simple matter: chil- 
dren are being taught to acquire a mod- 
est sight-reading vocabulary before they 
are taught to make use of phonics. 
Flesch knows (‘and admits that he 
knows) that phonetic analysis is used 
extensively in most of our schools, after 
the child has developed his basic sight- 
reading vocabulary. ‘ 


Methods Found to Be Wanting 


If Rudolph Flesch were not a master 
in the art of controversy, he would be 
hard put to make so little substance sus- 
tain so much fury through 134 pages. 
The counsel offered by Flesch is stated 
quite plainly as follows: 


“My advice is, teach your child your- 
self how to read—at the age of 5. You 
want your child to be taught reading; 
instead, the schools teach word guess- 
ing. So why not do the job yourself?” 

But the methods Flesch insists upon 
have been weighed in the balance of 
classroom experience and found want- 
ing. There was a period when Ameri- 
can educators did have extravagant con- 
fidence in phonics as the first tool to 
use in teaching of reading. Since then, 
experience has taught us to temper 
those ideas, and to delay the use of 
phonics to a later stage in the learning- 
to-read process. 


Assertions Called Nonsense 


Brief reflection upon some of the bold 
statements made in “Why Johnny Can't 
Read” should make almost any parent a 
bit wary. Here are just a few: 

“Do you know that the teaching of 
reading never was a problem anywhere 
in the world until the United States 
switched to the present method around 
1925?” 

“We too could have perfect readers 
in all schools at the end of second grade 
if we taught our children by the system 
used in Germany.” 

“In every research study ever made 
phonics was shown to be superior to 
the word method; conversely, there is 
not a single research ‘study that shows 
the word method superior to phonics.” 

All three of these bold assertions are 
formidable nonsense. The teaching of 
reading has never been without prob- 
lems in any country or in any language. 
Perfection in reading for every child has 
never been attainable at the end of the 
second grade. There are scores of re- 
search studies that reveal the weak- 
nesses of the all-out phonics system 
forced upon children who are not ready 
to make use of it. 

Any reader who is compelled to de- 
pend upon phonics to unravel the mean- 
ing of one wofd after another is terri- 
bly handicapped. That fact became 
clear to educators some 30 years ago. 

Phonics still has a very important 
place in the teaching of reading, but we

us over the rough spots—not as a crutch 
to support us in every step we make. 

Flesch reports a visit he made to a 
certain Chicago school in which first- 
grade children were being taught to 
read phonetically: 

“I testify to it that those children read 
what..was in the paper. They were 
perfectly able to pronounce words they 
had never seen before according to 
reasonable phonetic principles. The 
child, for instance, who read the item 
about ex-King Farouk, pronounced the 
ou in Farouk as in house. Another 
child, who read the headline ‘Reports 
Progress in Treatment of Atomic Sick- 
ness,’ pronounced the word atomic cor- 
rectly, but put the accent on the first 
Syllable. Needless to say, that six- 
year-old hadn’t the slightest idea what 
the word meant. How could he? My 
point is that after six months in school 
he could read the word off the page.” 


Reading for Understanding 


Here Flesch exposes his utter failure 
to understand the difference between 
reading in the true sense, which does in- 
volve an understanding of what the 
words mean, and the uttering of a mere 
ri oage of sounds that has no meaning 
for the child. If the child had no con- 
ception of what the word atomic meant, 
he did no more than to utter the sounds 
that Flesch wanted to hear. 


A long-forgotten bit of cynical advice 
passed around by children who went 
through the painful and pointless rou- 
tine of “sounding out” words they 
couldn’t know the meaning of went like 
this: “When you come to a word you 
don’t know, call it Moses and go on!” 

The best that can be said about “Why 
Johnny Can’t Read” is that those few 
parents, who may take the Flesch advice 
literally and try to use the book as a 
reading instruction manual, will soon 
find it no good for that purpose. The 
word lists contain many abstract words 
beyond the ken of young children. 


Distrust Enters Parents’ Minds 


The classic remark attributed to Ma- 
caulay at the age of four (“Thank you, 
madam, my agony is abated”) is no 
more absurd than many of the words 
Flesch would have you pound into the 
head of your five-year-olds—words like 
gorgeous, marvelous and enormous, to 
pick just three from one exercise. 

The unfortunate feature of this Flesch 
book is that it is full of extremely dog- 
matie and unfounded criticism of our 
schools. It sows the seed of unjustified 
distrust in the minds of parents who. for 
any reason good or poor, are worried 
about their child’s reading. 

This book provides no real help in 
such cases. All it does is to provide a 
handy club for angry and misguided de- 
nunciation of the schools. “Why John- 
ny Can't Read” is likely to prove to be 
a piece of unintended mischief.

Between Book Ends 


A Painful Coming-of-Age 

THE DAY THE CENTURY ENDED, by Francis Irb 

Gwaltney. (Rinehart & Co., Inc., 312 pgs., $3.50. 

Sam Gifford emerged from his com- 
fortable, nineteenth century cocoon in 
the last days of World War II. He had 
survived the gnawing boredom, the ex- 
haustion and the sickening fear brought 
on by more than three years of war. 
He had been molded, bent and almost 
broken in the fiery crucible of battle, 
Now he was ready to become a citizen 
of the Atomic Age. 


The story of Sam Gifford is told by 
Francis Irby Gwaltney at a dramatic, 
moving pace. It opens with Sam, the 
son of a small town Arkansas industrial- 
ist, in leg irons and 
under armed guard. 
He has been con- 
victed by court mar- 
tial of assaulting 
and almost killing 
one of his own offi- 
cers under combat 
conditions. 

Sam's sentence of 
10 years at hard la- 
bor and dishonor- 
able discharge from 
the Army is set 
aside because of 
some evidence in- 
troduced at the 
one trial which Col. 
Miles, the regular Army regimental 
commander, would not like the come 
manding general to see. As an alterna- 
tive, Sam is given the Slightly less odi- 
ous punishment of assignment to George 
Company where the regiment sends all 
lts military misfits. 

From that point the Story unfolds in 
a series of flashbacks beginning with 
Sam's boyhood in 1936. His growing up 
and his tempestuous courtship of Jenny 
Cozzens are excitingly told. Then, just 
as he is settled down, his National Guard 
outfit is called into federal service. 
_The pages dealing with the mobiliza- 
tion of the National Guard in Septem- 
ber 1941 bring a feeling of nostalgia 
to anyone who was there the day the 
local boys, who had been putting in one 
night a week at the armory playing sol- 
dier, climbed into their trucks and took 
off for basic training. The harsh real- 
ity of war does not come until the first 
island invasion begins, combat is joined 
with the Japanese, and the first home 
town boy is killed. 

The book apparently was written with 
a motion picture in mind. Twentieth 
Century-Fox had scheduled it for pro- 
duction before it was published. When

President Roosevelt would con- 


tinue in office. Then it was the 
powerful economic groups that 
were so against him running 
again, resenting as they did his 
New Deal economic and social 


reforms. 

Some of the same interests 
promoted Gen. Eisenhower a 
dozen years later in order to 
check anything more of that 
sort, if possible. But the poli- 
ticilans were the seme then as 
now. The Democratic breed of 
that time not only wanted Presi- 
dent Roosevelt to run again, 


with a few exceptions, but earn- 
estly besought that he do so. 

They were sure that he could 
win, as 
feel confident today about Presi- 
dent Eisenhower. 

The guessing game of today 
is like that of the Roosevelt era 
and it will go on, as it did then, 
until the question is settled.

LUNG CANCER 
DEATHS REPORTED ' 


GENEVA, June 16 ‘AP)—A 
“serious increase’ in_ deaths 
from lung cancer was reported 
yesterday by the. World Health 
Organization. 

In most of the world’s medi- 
cally advanced countries, deaths 
from lung cancer have increased 
by 30 to 80 per cent since 1949. 


the report said. 

The report, prepared by Dr. 
M. Pascua, head of WHO's 
health statistics section. stressed 


that lung cancer affects five or 
six times as. many. men as 
women 

He advanced three reasons 
for the increasing diagnosis. of 
lung cancer: (1) the aging of

swelling of the 40-80 age group 
in which cancer most fre- 
quent, (2) the decline of lung 
tuberculosis, making the diag- 
nosis of lung cancer easier, (3 
improvements in diagnostic 
techniques.

The report said the four tele- 
vision networks and the 16 sta- 
tions which they own had reve- 
nues of $306,700,000, or about 
o2 per cent of the industry total. 
This represented, for the net- 


work group, an increase in total 
business of about 32 per cent. 
The network profits pefore 
texes, rose to $36,500,000. more 
than doubling the previous year 

The FCC said that taken as a 
whole, the 92 TV outlets in op- 
eration before the three-year 
freeze ended in 1952, showed 
profitable operations, while 
those stations established after 
the freeze reflected an over- 
all loss 


The total revenues of the 92 
pre-freeze stations, all on VHF 
channels last year amounted to 
$200,900,000, 15 per cent higher 
than in 1953. The profits before 
taxes for this group came to 
$67,600,000, up 12 per cent from 
the previous 12 months. The 
total reevnues of 302 post-freeze 
stations amounted to $85,400,000 
in 1954 as compared with $26.,- 
900,000 in 1953. In this group, 
177 VHF stations reported total 
revenues of $60,000,000 and an 
over-all loss of about $4,000,000. 
The 125 UHF stations, all post-

NASHVILLE, Tenn., June 16 
(AP)—The State Board of Edu- 
cation yesterday adopted a plan 
for effecting gradual desegrega- 


The plan, adopted in a special 
meeting, calls for admission of 
grad®ate students of both races 
to all state colleges in 1955-56. 
Seniors of all races would be 
admitted in 1956-57, juniors the 
next year, sophomores the fol- 
lowing year, and freshmen by 
1959-60. 

The United Press reported 
the plan would apply at Memphis 
State College, Middle Tennessee 
State College, Austin Peay State 
College, Tennessee Technological 
College and East Tennessee 
State College 

The Board of Education plan, 
contained in a resolution, marks 
the first policy action by Tennes- 
see since the United States Su- 
preme Court issued its desegre- 
gation order in May of last year. 

This would men that by 1959- 
60," all state colleges would be 
completely open to Negro stu- 
dents on all levels of instruction. 
Negro students have been at- 
tending certain University of 
Tennessee graduate schools for 
several years. 

The board resolution had no 
immediate effect on _ public 
schools below the college level. 
However, the board’s apparent 
compliance with the Supreme 
Court ruling will stand as a 
statement of policy to 
school boards which have been 
awaiting action on the _ state 
level. 

Dr. Quill Cope, state education 
commissioner and board. chair- 
man, said the gradual integration 
plan was decided upon because 
the board believes maturity of 
the students would minimize 
possible friction. 

Cope said the plan resulted 
from unanimous agreement of

A Good Steak Is a Job Well Done 


Here Is Simple Timing Rule for Getting the Meat Just Right 


By Hoyt Alden 


E GOT a letter the other 
W aay from a man who wanted 

to know how to grill a dozen 
sirloin steaks at one time. It 
was plain to see from. the man’s 
letter that he was nervous. He 
was as nervous as a pullet about 
to lay.its first egg. 

So I would say that rule num- 
ber one is, don’t be nervous. Just 
relax and go about it Jike this: 
The two main ingredients are 
steak and fire. Bring them to- 
gether and handle everything 
properly, and you will have good 
grilled steaks. 

We're assuming, of course, 
that he has a grill, either sta- 
tionary or portable. It doesn’t 
matter. The only important thing 
to remember about the fire is to 
have a good bed of coals, glow- 
ing steadily, without flame. Start 
the fire far enough in advance 
so that it will have reduced it- 
self to hot coals. 

As for the steaks, don’t yank 
them right out of a cold freezer, 
or even the refrigerator and 
slap them on the grill. Take 
them out of the ice box at least 
an hour before cooking time. If 
they're in the freezer, be sure 
they are thawed all the way 
through. 

The best grilled steaks are 
thick steaks. They should be at 
least an inch thick, and the 
thicker the better. Now if your 
bed of coals is ready, and your 
steaks are thawed, rub each side 
of each steak with a lot of melt- 
ed butter. This not only flavors 
them, but makes them brown 
faster and also keeps them from 
sticking to the grill. 

+ * * 

NOW, IF YOU’RE cooking a 
dozen steaks that probably means 
a dozen people, and some of 
them will want their steaks rare, 
others medium and others well- 
done. Here’s a time table which 
will help you. It’s for steaks 
one inch thick. For a rare steak, 
grill each side about eight min- 
utes. For a medium steak, give 
each side about 10 minutes, and 
for a wel-done steak, about 12 
minutes to a side. In order to 
remember, you can stick a tooth- 
pick in the rare ones, and half 
a toothpick in the medium, That 
way you won’t get them mixed

up. For steaks thicker “than 
an inch, allow a minute to each 
side foreach additional half- 
inch. If you want to test, stick 
the point of a small sharp knife 
in alongside the bone and see 
how it looks. 

The steaks will brown and sear 
quickly to seal in tif juice. So 
after they have: been on. the 
grill a scant two minutes, flip 
them over and let them brown 
on the other side. At thig point 
salt and pepper them. 

As the fat melts, the grease 
will drop on the coals and flame 
up. Don’t give this a-thought. I 
know cooks who spend half their 
time with either a bottle of 
water or a water pistol dousing 
the flames. Some amateur chefs 


do more cooking with water than 
they do with fire. 

Don’t worry if the steak drip- 
pings flame up. Let them lick 
the meat. A real charcoal grilled 
steak should be dark on the out- 
side and red or pink on the in- 
side, depending on how you like 
it. 

. +. 

THE GRILL SHOULD BE 
about four inches above the hot 
coals. Don’t jab the steaks with 
a fork and start the juices run- 
ning. Turn them with tongs or 
a hot pad. Of course all grills 
aren't the same, and some fires 
are going to be hotter than 
others. But with these rules 
and a little judgment, you can 


work it out for yourself. But 
most important of all, relax. 
While nobody has swooned, 
there have been quite a few kind 
words passed about my own bar- 


becued hamburgers, They’re not 


hard to make, and. they have, 
as I said, been received with no 
little favor. He said modestly. 

Start with a pound of ground 
meat. Good ground meat. Chop 
one pretty good sized onion real 
fine and put that in. Add two 
tablespoons of chili sauce, a ta- 
blespoon of barbecue sauce and 
a teaspoort of Worcestershire and 
a teaspoon of prepared mustard. 
Salt and pepper generously and 
mix it welt with your hands. 

Now form the meat into big, 
fairly thick hamburgers. Then 
take slices of bacon and split 
them down the middle long 
ways. Take a half slice of: ba- 
con and wrap it around each 
hamburger, and fasten it with a 
toothpick. Put them on a rather 
slow bed of coals about four 
inches from the fire. Turnthem 
frequently and douse them each 
time with barbecue saute. Just 
before they’re done, split the 
buns and put them face down 
on the grill to toast. 


* * * 


WHILE WE’RE COOKING 
outdoors we may as well go into 
the subject of the frankfurter, 
more commonly known as the 
hot dog. This is a great Ameri- 
can delicacy when properly 
handled, but it seems to get its 
worst handling on the barbecue 
pit. Too many cooks put it on 
the fire and let the:hot coals 
cook and burn. it until the skin 
is black and wrinkled and about 
as pleasant to eat as burned 
Reynolds Wrap. A hot dog 
doesn't require a lot of cooking. 
It should be placed on the back 
side of the grill where the heat 
doesn’t hit it too directly, and 
allowed to cook slowly, until it 
swells a little, gets plump and 
juicy and hot. 

If you want to fancy them up, 
slit them lengthwise, but not 
clear through, and not all the 
way to each end. Stick in a thick 
stick of cheese and then wrap 
them with a slice of bacon fixed 
with toothpicks. -Grill them 
about four inches from the coals 
and take them off and eat them 
the moment the bacon is done.

EOPLE go to New York for 
all sorts of reasons.

So 
he resolved to be foxy. He took 
the first trick, led a trump to 
the table and returned the jack 
of hearts, hoping that if East 
had the ace without the queen 
he would duck. East, however, 
had no problem; he put up the 
heart ace, dropping South's blank 
king. After that the defenders 
simply had to avoid doing any- 
thing silly; declarer was help- 


less. 

It is true that under certain 
specific circumstances South's 
attempted hoax might have been 
the only play to bring home the 
contract, but in making that play 
he gave up several other chances, 
any one of which could easily 
pay off. The best chance was to 
lead the heart king from the 
closed hand at Trick 2. Now 
observe: 

If West had the heart ace 
without the queen, South would 
later go to dummy in trumps, 
then lead the heart jack through 
East for a ruffing-finesse. The 
same technique would work out 
if East had the ace and queen of 
hearts.

stretch your neck muscles 
often enough. The title “rubber- 
neck” has been applied to those 
from the country who gawk at 
city scenes. 

It means they gawk in an awk- 
ward manner. I disagree! No- 
thing could be- more graceful 
than this expression of natural 
interest, enthusiasm, even awe, 
complete unawareness of what 
others may be thinking. 

I hope that I shall always be 
a “rubberneck” imbued with en- 
thusiasm or perception for new 
scenes and experiences. If the 
time ever comes when I do not 
gawk occasionally, pronounce me 
dead!

Continue, alter- 
nating. 

Most important—keep your 
head and your approach TALL. 
Try not fo allow discouragement 
to affect. your posture, and also 
do not let poor posture affect 
your health and your outlook.
